NOVELTY IN RACE TRACK PROPOSED. 

S. <1. Ilildrelli. whose stable of eraoks now nuar- 
ti ml at Knieryville represents flic investment of a 
roMsiderablc foriime. ailvaneex a novel idea for llie 
treatment of the Knieryville track. It Is well 
known that in protracted siiells of wet weather 
the going at KmeryviUe becomes so deep that at 
limes it is aetiinlly dangerous. Hililretli declares 
■that the appliealion to the surf.ace of the track of 
II liberal iiuaiitity of ernde oil similar to tliat 
used for road work will effectively solve the prob- 
h in that the track oflicials lind so troiible.sonie cai-h 
winter. On aceomit of the large ninounls that he 
lias Invested in Iiigh-elass horses Ilildrelli has been 
giving the subject of a safe track in wet weather 
much study during the iiast year or two. While 
in the east the iiast summer he conducted experi- 
inenls on .a strelcli of road adjacent to his residence, 
the results of which eonvineed him that oiling the 
track will iirove a panacea for the troubles that 
have to bo faced here each stieceeiling season. Hil- 
dreth found, after ho had oiled and harrowed Ills 
si retch of road tlioronghly. that the heaviest rains 
failed to make it niudily, while adjoining roads were 
veritatde quagmires. Tlie oil-impregnated soil shed 
tlie falling rain, while the adjacent gTound absorlied 
It. Dr. Uoweli. trainer for T. II. 'Williaiiis. who 
had suggested the oil treatment to’ Hililretli, in- 
siK-eted the oiled road several times and was im- 
pressed with Us iKKisitillities. Since his arrival on 
tlie coast Hildreth lias discussed the matter with 
superintendent James Grant of the Emeryville track. 
The plan represents such a radical departure from 
existing riietluKls that the officials naturally look 
iilKin It witli distrust, but Hildretli i.s confident that 
a tost of it on a small section of the track would 
result In it.s Immediate adoption. He believes that 
horses would run over such a track just as fast as 
they do under existing conditions and that an 
oiled track, well worked, would be much easier on

A little harrowing and loosening 
of tlie soil seems to give the loam a chance again, 
and then the course becomes as fast as any of them. 
We will start right In and by Sunday the dicky- 
legged horses will be as safe as though nmnlng in 
slush.”
